Bruttium  is  the  extreme  southern  portion  of  Italy,  and  in 
it  Hannibal  made  bis  final  stand  against  the  Romans.  At 
the  close  of  the  Second  Punic  War  in  202  b.  c.,  the  Brettii  were 
entirely  subdued,  and  reduced  to  the  condition  of  slaves. 

The  sea-coast  of  Bruttium  was  inhabited  by  Greek  colonists, 
and  this  piece  was  probably  executed  by  them,  as  it  is  an  exquisite 
specimen  of  Greek  art.
